CO-OPERATION A NECESSITY. 

“Co-operative foreign effort would 
keep our factories running at 100 per 
cent. of capacity,” said M. A. Oudin, 
manager of the foreign department 
of ‘the General Electric Company of 
Schenectady, N. T. 

“Since export co-operation would 
lower the cost of distribution, and by 
the added output, the cost of pro- 
duction as well,” Mr. Oudin argued, 
“the home consumer in consequence 
would benefit to the extent that the 
manu urers were able to reduce 
their unit cost.” He continued: 

“Tt ts recognized as elementary that 
in order to obtain the quantity output 
necessary the average manufacturer 
should endeavér to sell abroad a rea- 
sonable percentage of the total capac- 
ity of his plant, even if these sales 
do not carry the same profit as do- 
mestic sales. This business keeps busy 


i plants and men who otherwise would 


be idle. It forms a backlog in good 
years and lean, and acts as a stabilizer 
to the more important domestic trade, 
Moreover, the practice of selling 
abroad at lower prices than at home 
is quite generally followed by our 
European competitors. 

“The actual situation confronting 
American exporters is that there exists 
in our statute books Federal laws 
which prohibit co-operation, although 
intended solely for the prosecution of 
the export trade of this country. 

“This prohibition is effective, not- 
withstanding that the export co-opera- 
tion may not be accompanied by un- 
fair practices, may not take in a pre- 
ponderant part of a given industry.

USE HERBS OF ANCIENTS

demic of “burning fever” 300 years ago, are being employed 
successfully today to combat typhus fever, according to information 
which reached here today from Df. Marquez San Juan of the faculty of 
the University of Mexico. These herbs are tlatlancuaga, tianguise 
and hoitzizilxochit!] or espinoisillo, Dr. San Juan is given credit for 
rediscovering the curative value of these herbs in cases of typhus, 
the number of which, according to official Mexican declarations, is 


In a statement received here, Dr. San Juan is quoted as advising 
people in the affected districts of Mexico to treat themselves. All of 
the herbs grow in the secttons of Mexico where the disease is most 
prevalent, and the accepted method of treatment is to drink teas brewed 
from them. ‘Newspapers through the republic are said to be giving 
wide publicity to the treatment, while lecturers in various cities advise 
the people of the value of cleanliness and frequent bathing.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The 
position of the United States ina 
war-torn world was described to 
the House Military Committee today 
by Maj.-Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief 
of Staff, as similar to that of “a ship 
at sea with typhoon signals coming 
from many directions?’ 

“We are living in an era of war,” he 
said, “and we are gradually accumu- 
lating most of the trouble of the 
world.” 

Maj.-Gen. Wood's testimony, in the 
main, Was a reiteration of previous 
statements made before the Senate 
Military Committee. He said that it 
would take an army of a million and 
a half men to hold a line south from 
Boston along the Atlantic Coast. 
Should conditions at the close of the 
European war invite attack, he de- 
clared, the more powerful of the bel- 
Ugerents could land 600,000 men on 
American ‘soil in less than thirty days. 

A regular army of 220,000 men, 
fulty trained and always under arma, 
with at least 2,000,000 reserves behind 


them as a second line of defense, 


should be provided, he urged, to meet 
any situation. The navy, he classed 
as fourth among the world powers in 
fighting efficiency, and declared that 
it could not maintain control of the 
sen or defend the coast of the United 
States.

The predominance of Prussia in the 
Teutonic alliance leaves little doubt 
that Vienna and Budapest, as well as 
Constantinople and Sofia, would agree 
to whatever Berlin desired. 

The Entente terms are of a differ- 
ent character. Not only are Britain, 
Franee, Russia, Italy and Japan 
bound not to make peace separately, 
but each of the five nations will insist 
on @ peace as satisfactory to itself as 
ble.

THE TERMS EXAMINED. 


To a cursory examination the two 
sets of terms given appear, if not 
alike, not irreconcilable. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. For 
the demands set down above are not, 
as under ordinary circumstances, ca- 
pable of being modified by mutual 
concessions. They represent the ut- 
most limite to which the statesmen 
of the rival camps could go, if indeed 
they do not, both sets of them, over- 
pass those limits. Bach point set 
down has directly or indirectly ema- 
nated from some responsible source, 
but diplomats are cold-blooded crea- 
tures and it is possible, if not prob- 
able, that public opinion would not 
permit the statesmen to grant as 


would be prepared to make. 

For instance,-the German. 
given concede the evacuation of occu- 
pied territory; the effect of such an 
announcement on the German people 
might well be the downfall of the gov- 


‘lernment, for the annexation of Cour- 


land and Lithuania, if not Belgium, 
ia taken for granted throughout the 
Kaiser’s dominions. 

On the other hand, most moderate 
| Englishmen regard the recession of 
the German colonies in Africa as im- 
possible. The London government, 
they say, might agree, excepting for 
the effect in South Africa. The con- 
quest of German Southwest Africa by 
Gen. Botha is regarded in South 
Africa as a South African achieve- 


‘| ment for the benefit of the Union of 


South Africa, aud it the imperial gov- 
ernment gives back the territory to 
Germany feeling in South Africa 
would be eo bitter that the ties which 
bind the unfon to the empire might be 
in danger of rupture. Yet in the 
terms given above Britain relinquishes 
the African conquests. 

It may be assumed then that the 
main points upon which differences 
exist In the two sets of terms are at 
present ftrreconcilable. 

The most important of these is Po- 
land. If Poland is either annexed to 
German or Austria, or set up as a 
nominally independent state under the 
milita control of Germany, the in- 
creased strength accruing to the cen- 
tral powers would relegate Russia for 
fenerations to a position of inferiority. 
That is agreed by both sides. © 

It is realized, however, by allied 
diplomats that the task of ejecting 
the German armies from Poland may 
well be too great for Russia no matter 
how long the war lasts. The lines of 
the rivers Bug and Vistula, in the 
opinion of military engineers, ane the 
strongest defensive lines in Europe, 
and they are now being fortified by 
the Germans in the light of experience 
in defensive fighting gained by eigh- 
teen months of war. The Russian 
armies, split in two parts by the great 
Pripet marshes, must operate from 
the bases of Petrograd, Moscow and 
Kieff, under the tremendous handicap 
of being unable to move troops from 
one group to the other across the 
marshes, while the Germans hold the 
railways to the west of the Pripet re- 
gion and can rapidly shift troopg to 
north or south. : 

It is this fear that the German posi- 
tion in Poland is impregnable against 
attack that leads to the suggestion 
from Entente sources that Poland be 
made a buffer state and neutralized. 
1 the Entente, or at least Britain, 

France and Russia, will fight indef- 
} initely rather than permit Germany to 
make Poland a satellite and retain 
Prussian armies on the Vistula; for 
such a settlement, in the Entente 
view, would merely be a truce while 
Germany gathered strength to crush 
Britain and Fratice, herself secure 
‘behind the Polish rivers against at- 
tack from Ruasia as is Austria against 
Italian incursions through the forti- 
fied passes of the Alps. It is un- 
fortunately obvious that the Germanic 
powers take the same view of Poland’s 
importance, and are quite determined 
to retain military control of the pro- 
vince whatever form of political gov- 
ernment may be set up. 


A second bone of contention is the 
Near East. Germany will insist upon 
keeping what she already, in fact, 
possesses, the suzereignty over Turkey 
in Asia. The incalculable resources 
in foodstuffs and minerals of Asia 
Minor would within a generation make 
the German empire independent of 
the outside world and able to ignore 
sea power, German publicists preach 
to their people. And the allies take 
this menace seriously. If Turkey 16 to 
be marked out into spheres of in- 
fluence, well and good, but no one 
power must monopolize the “future 
granary of the world,” they declare. 
There has been much speculation as 
to the underlying reason for the Brit- 


lood | ish advance from the Persian gulf to- 


ward Bagdad. From an authentic 
source I lea that it was the desire 
to prevent rmany from seizing 
economic control of Asia Minor that 
led the British Cabinet to sanction the 
attempt to occupy the ancient capital 
of the caliphs. 

The vexed question of Belgium is 
another upon which no agreement is 
now possible, even though Germany 


could not but inflame her own pop- 
viation with wrath. The issue ts not 
unlike that of Poland. Germany 
would restore the political indepen- 
dence of the country and go so far as 
to do penance in public for her un- 
provoked attack by making financial 
compensation, but she would Insist 
upon retaining economic control. Any

France, for in another war following 
a few years of “pacific penetration” 
by Germany in Belgium, the German 
armies could pour through King Al- 
bert's country without fear of inter- 
ference. That, at least 1 the British 
and French view. Britain has a spe- 
cial determination to keep Antwerp 
free from any sort of control, political 
or economic, on the part of Germany. 
She has not forgotten thag Napoleon 
called the great port “a pistol pointed 
at the heart of England.” 

Macedonia seems, at first thought, a 
trifling issue to stand in the way of 
peace. It is really one of the most 
important points that hinders a set- 
tlement. If Bulgaria can keep Mace- 
donia, Germany through her 
state will command a small stretch of 
Aegean Sea coast at once, and would 
soon find a pretext to rob Greece of 
the all important port of Salonica. 
Saloniki as a German naval base, in 
connection with German control of 
the Dardanelles and the ports of Asia 
Minor, is a nightmare to the British 
and the French. In the fate of Mace- 
donia is bound up the future control 
of the Mediterranean, in the Entente 
view; and this explains why consent 
will never be given to the realization 
by a greater than Austria of the 
century-old Austrian dream of pene- 
tration to the Aegean. It also ex- 
Plains, in part, why the allied armies 
are holding Saloniki, and why prep- 
arations for a great spring campaign 
against the Teutonic allies in the Medi- 
terrean theater are under way. 

Besides these four great bones of 
contention— Poland. Turkey, Belgium 
and Macedonta— there exists a fifth 
which could not be settled at the mo- 
ment—the problem of the Adriatic. It 
is not perhaps so vital as the other 
four, because it concerns chiefly Italy 
and Austria. It is involved in the fate 
of Trieste and the peninsula of Istria, 
inclading the great Austrian naval 
base of Pola. Austria is willing to 
make territorial concessions to Italy, 
but not to grant Italy naval su- 
premacy in the Adriatic, and in de- 
manding part of the east coast of 
that sea Italy is seeking nothing less. 
The problem may be less difficult 
—— the others, but it is so hard 
t 


it might conceivably prevent 
peace even if the other four were set- 
ted. It would be possible for Prussia 
to coerce the Hapsburg monarchy in- 
to giving up Trieste, but many diplo- 
„mats believe that Germany regards 
the Adriatic question as her own af- 
fair, on the theory that the Hapsburg 
monarchy is a dependency of Berlin 
and that consequently Germany will 
never barter away the Adriatic. 

SUMMARY. 

Summing up all these considera- 
tions, the discouraging conclusion is 
reached by my informants that even 
after all blut“ is eliminated from 
the attitude of both sides, when both 
groups have made the last possible 
concession, there remain at least five 
points upon which an is 
impossible. 

By way of contrast to the irre- 
ducibie minimum“ terms I have been 
discussing, the sort ot peace talk now 
prevaient in London and Berlin may 
be indicated. The following terms of 
peace were drawn up by L. J. 
editor of*the National Review and a 
prominent exponent of ultra-imperial- 
ist views in Great Britain, with the 
comment that “we regard these as an 
irreducible minimum, though it should 
be clearly understood that they are 
merely suggestions binding no one, as, 
on reconsideration, especially if the 
war were unduly prolonged—say, into 
1920—harder terms would necessarily 
be imposed:” 

(1.) All enemy troops to retire 
from allied territories before any 
peace overtures be entertained. 

(2.) Belgium to be fully compen- 
sated by Germany for all losses she 
has sustained directly or . indirectly 
through Germany's unprovoked at- 
tack. In additéOn to .such losses, to be 
fixed by allied commissioners, the sum 
of $2,500,000,000 to be paid by Ger- 
many to Belgium. 

(3.) Some further form of repara- 
tion by Germany to Belgium to be 
devised which will impress the imagi- 
nation of mankind for all time and be 
an enduring witness to William II's 
crime. 

(4.) France to be compensated on 
the same scale as Belgium.. , 

(5.) Alsace-Lorraine to be restored 
to France and euch other territory as 
she may deem necessary for national 
security. 

(6.) Russia to be similarly com- 
pensated as Belgium and France and 
to secure similar security against fu- 
ture aggression. 

( 7.) Serbia's claims to be formu- 
lated by the Servian government. 

(8.) Italy to obtain Trieste and the 
Trentino. 

(9.) Japan's claims to be formulated 
by the Japanese government. 

(10.) Austria-Hungary to be dealt 
with as leniently as Russia’s interests 
permit. 
se Turkey to be leniently dealt

(12.) No territory freed from Ger- 
man rule during the war in any part 
of the world to be returned to her. 
(13.) The German navy to be sur- 
rendered to the allies and distributed 
pro rata amo them. 
(14.) All German shipping in allied 
ports to be confiscated. 
(15.) Kiel Canal to be international 


zed. 

(16.) Prussia to be permanently 
crushed and crippled by any means 
commending themselves to the allies. 
(17.) Rigorous justice to be meted

(18.) As no “scrap of paper” bear-

(19.) Military occupation of Berlin 
pending fulfillment of the treaty. 

(20.) Draconian restrictions on Ger- 
man trade.

After this list it is unnecessary to 
give in detail the dreams of en- 
thusiasts of similar caliber in Ger- 
many.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Jan. 27.—The present 
storm, according to Assistant Fore- 
caster T. M Reed, ts one that will tax 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant 
to find another like unto it. 

At 6:15 o’clock tonight, with the 
barometer rising rapidly, Reed pre- 
dicted that the storm would reach 
before sunrise a maximum greater 
than ever before known here. 

At that time it was snowing at Sac- 
ramento, at Independence and all 
over Nevada, while torrents of rain 
were drenching the southern half of 
the State. At San Luis Obispo 3.36 
inches fell in the twenty-four hours. | 

The storm, said is tremendous 
in its extent, covering the whole coast 
and the inter mountain region. At 
1:30 p.m. today the barometer in the 
Merchant’s Exchange building fell to 
28.86 inches, the lowest ever recorded 
in San Francisco, and phenomenally 
low barometer readings were noted as 
far up the coast as Washington. 

At that hour the great storm was 
central over San Francisco with little 
wind here though hurricanes were 
raging around, At 3:40 p.m. the wind 
at Point Reyes_reached a maximum 
of ninety-five miles an hour from the 
northwest. As the storm passed east- 
ward the wind and the barometer 
rose until at 6:20 p.m. it was blowing 
fifty-two miles an hour here. 

CENTER OVER NEVADA. 


By 6 p.m, the center of the storm 
was over Nevada with thé lowest bar- 
ometer at Tonopah, 28.90 inches, and 
the barometer here already up to 
29.32. Little rain was falling along 
the Coast but was coming down 
heavily at Red Bluff and in the San 
Joaquin, with snow between at Sacra- 
mento, 

A new low -barometer récord for 
San Francisco was established when 
at 1:80 o’clock the glass at the United 
States Weather Bureau here rezis- 
tered 28.86. This its the lowest the 
Klass has dropped here since January, 
1891, when 29:10 degrees was re- 
corded. 

The glass began to fall during 
Wednesday night and fell steadily 
until the low mark was reached, after 
which time the reading gradually 
ascended. During the day the local 
Weather Office was the objective of 
hundreds of telephone calls from the 
city and distant points from persons 
fearful of what might be impendin¢«. 

Storm signals were sent out all up 
and down the Coast and local ship- 
ping men tonight prepared for a 
battle with the storm.

The lack of organization and the dishon- 
esty of many of those concerned with sup- 
plying the Russian army with materials 
have been sinister factors in the great re- 
treat. A great measure of reform has come, 
but very late in the day, end not before 
a great disaster may be attributed to its 
tardiness. Many officials were dismissed, 
four men were hanged and the business 
end of Russian military affairs was placed 
largely in civil hands, especially abroad. 
It is estimated that in the early days of the 
war Russia lost from 15 to 20 per cent. of 
the money her people were spending for 
supplies and this soon ran into millions. 
Under the new organization and with civil 
aid Russia is now saving fully two-thirds 
of what was before a total loss. 

Russia is not the only country of which 


“military efficiency” look foolish. The work 
to be done was beyond the ability, power 
or training of any group of army officers to 
encompass. There is no reproach to them 
in this, excepting where dishonesty crept 
it, although that unfortunately was all 

often. It has been the same in all wars 
all countries.

talled knowledge. It has been so in Ameri- 
ca and would, be so again under the present | 
system. 

The business of military men is concerned 
with actual warfare. There are geniuses at 
this occupation in all armies. The whole 
training of a soldier or sailor renders real 
knowledge of commercial affairs difficult to 
attain and as a rule they do not care to 
attain it. Finance, commerce and industry 
also have their geniuses, trained in a prac- 
tical and intimate school to work to best 
advantage no matter how much the hurry, 
no matter how great the amount involved 
or the difficulties to be overcome. The 
school in which these men are trained is 
far removed from West Point, St. Cyr or 
Sandhurst; it is the school of actual bust 
ness life. In this field of activity there are 


ploys them. 

In time of war these men would give free- 
ly of their services to the defense of their 
own country. These are the men whose 
abilities should supplement the military 
knowledge of the General Staff of the army, 
leaving that body to attend to the duties 
for which it is trained and to which it is 
accustomed. No nation ever had a better 
opportunity or a more serious warning to 


than our own. We are busy with our plans 
for expanding the army and navy. If we 
are wise we will- heed the lesson so hardly 
learned by the English and other belliger- 
ent peoples in the present war, and we 
will in these days of peace and prepara- 
tion provide a skeleton financial, industrial 
and commercial organization which can. 
plan the business strategy of any armed 
conflict into which the nation mish 
forced, and.carry it into effect if needs be. 
Thousands of lives, months of time and 
millions of money might be saved thereby. 

In other words a plans for the mobiliza- 
tion of the resources of the country is as 
necessary to preparedness as a plan for 
the mobilization of troops. To know what we

The British tn the Transvaal. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 27.—[To the 
Editor of The Times: ] On September 
15, 1915, you published a letter from 
Brig.-Gen. Viljoen, late of the Boer 
army, and in it he made numerous 
assertions about the British acts in 
connection with the Transvaal. I felt 
that much of what he said was un- 
true, but had no facts or figures at 
my disposal to refute same, so sent 
his letter to my brother-in-law in 
Cape Town, who has lived in Natal 
and other parts of South Africa for 
the past eighteen years, and has had 
exceptional opportunities of obtaining 
reliable information. I have only re- 
cently received his reply. Believing 
that you wish to see fair play and 
justice both to the subject and to your 
readers, I now request that you insert 
this extract from my brother's letter: 

In 1910 the selfgoverning colonics 
of South Africa met together, and, 
with the consent and approval of the 
imperial government, drafted a con- 
stitution, under which the four states, 
Cape Colony, Transvaal, 
and Natal, agreed to form a union, 
known as the Union of South Africa. 
Under the constitution framed by 
themselves, the states elected a gov- 
ernment, the first Prime Minister be- 
ing Gen. Botha. The basis of the 
electoral franchise is one man one 
vote, one vote one value. Within very 
narrow limits all constituences have 
the eame number of voters, and as the 
population of any district increases 
new constituences are formed. On 
the outbreak of the war (1914) by a 
very large matority (96 votes to 12) 
the government decided to undertake 
a campaign against German South- 
west Africa. A defense act was 
passed by the Union government in 
1912, under which all adults under 
45 are Wable for military service. 
These powers, notwithstanding the 
government, raised a force for G.5. 
W. A. on a voluntary basis. 

A rebellion against the government, 
fostered by the irreconctlables of the 
late Boer War, broke out, and was 
suppressed after the compulsory res- 
ulations of the Defence Act had been 
inforced. As soon as the rebellion 
had been suppressed, the voluntary 
principle was reverted to, and the 
force which subjugated G.S.W.A. was 
a voluntary force entirely. During 


the rebellion 5302 rebels were cap- 
in arms. The rebellion was

suppressed in December, 1914. The 
whole of these were released under 
the Indemnity Act, which had to be 
passed to enable the government to 
do so. Two hundred and sixty-eight 
of the ringdealers were tried; of these 
260 were convicted and eight were 
acquitted. The sentences on 
the three leaders varied from seven to 
five years without hard labor, and 
the remaining 267 received sentences 
varying from four years to three 
months’ imprisonment without hard 
labor, with or without fines, varying 
from £500 to £26, or to small fines only. 


At the present time (December 10, 
1915,) twenty men are awaiting

in German territory. 

It is therefore evident that Ben 


Viljoen is not spreading the truth, 
when he writes that the prisons of the 
old republics are crammed full of 
Boers, and that 15,000 Boer farmers 
are in English prisons. In October, 
1915, a general election was 
in South Africa. tha and his 
party were returned to office by a 
large majority, despite the fact that 
the elections were fought on a purely 
racial basis, and at a time when, ow- 
ing to the rebellion, racial feeling was 
very high. 

All released rebels voted; not one 
Dt them was disenfranchised. Gen. 
Botha is not a C. B., is not a K.C., is 
not a C.M.G., and has received no 
title or reward from the imperial gov- 
‘ernment. 

He is a member of the Coun- 
cil and a general in the Brit army.

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Storm Damage. 
(Continued from & Second Page.) i 


telope Valley yesterday afternoon. do- 
ing considerable damage to Lancaster. 
A number of unsubstantial bulidings 
collapsed, roofs were damaged, many 
windows were broken and all tele- 
phone and electric wires torn down. 

High water and heavy winds played 
havoc with chicken ranchers near 
Moneta. Ranchers were forced to 
abandon their homes and seek shelter 
on high ground, abandoning their live 
stock. Nigger Slough turned into a 
lake and ran over the bridges and 
culverts. The boulevard stood its 
most severe test during this storm. 

At Baldwin Park more than 200 
feet of the Southern Pacific track was 
kashed away, the Santa Fe bridge was 
washed from its foundations and dam- 
age Was done to the orange crop by 
heavy wind. Most of the fruit near 
maturity was destroyed. 

Conditions at Monrovia are similar 
to the last high water. The repair 
work of the Santa Fe has been 
washed away. A rise in the San Ga- 
briel River yesterday threatened the 
residents in the lowlands and a sec- 
ond exodus was begun. The most 
damage is being done to the Santa Fe, 
several new washouts being reported. 

Traffic and business at Pomona 
were suddenly halted yesterday when 
the streets of the city began to flood. 
Four railroads came to a ndstill 
and not a wheel moved. Hundreds of 


trees, undermined at the roots 
by the last high water, yesterday top- 
pled into the street. The falling trees 
broke the trolley line in many places. 
Schools were dismissed indefinitely. 
The water in the streets was deeper 
yesterday than at the flood a week 
ago, when two creeeks burst their 


were built during the morning to di- 
vert the storm waters from the busi- 
ness streets and save the stocks of 
merchandise. 
WANT FLOOD CONTROL 

The second flood within a week 
aroused the citizens of Pomona and a 
mass meeting was called to proceed 
with a flood control district proposi- 
tion.

WATERS SWEEP 


— — 


Breaking Dam at San Diego 
Lets Torrent Loose. 


Lives and Homes of Suburbs in 
Peril from Floods. 


All Southern California Under 
Grip of the Storm. 


[WIRELESS AND DIRECT.) 

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 27.—Lives were 
imperiled, homes and business houses 
flooded, telephone and telegraph wires 
‘cut off and the city is desolated to- 
night as the result of the worst storm 
‘im the city’s history. ' 

The overflow from Switzer’s dam 
swept down Seventeenth, Sixteenth, 
Fifteenth and Fourteenth streets, 
making rivers of them ‘for many 
blocks. This took in the automobile 
section and new automobiles are 
standing in water up to the seats on 
the streets. 

The raging torrent is sweeping 
through the city here from the edge 
of Exposition Park at Twentieth and 
A streets to the bay and several hun- 
dred persons have left their homes. 
In Mission and Tia Juana valleys, 
where hundreds lost their homes last 
week, the San Diego and Tia Juana 
rivers are many feet higher than then 
and hundreds of homes are lost. 

This afternoon the new $25,000 
State highway bridge at Old Town 
went out and all hopes of saving the 
Santa Fe bridge at that point have 
been given up. The water is rushing 
over the dike built by the government 
in 1850 to turn the water into a false 
bay and the entire Mission valley is 

ooded. Many homes are floating in 
the water. 

The militia has been ordered to Old 
Town for rescue work. Telegraph 
wires connecting with the North went 
down this morning at 9 o'clock and 
telephone wires connecting with the 
back country are all down. The Fed- 
eral Telegraph Company wireless is 
the only communication available. 

When the Old Town bridge went out 


the gas and water mains to La Jolla 


were broken and their supply of gas 
and water shut off. 

A heavy downpour of rain has con- 
tinued all day. It is feared that the 
Otay dam will break and that Chula 
Vista, National City and other districts 
be flooded.

All railroad and interurban car serv- 
ice is out of commission, and, a repe- 
tition of the recent washouts on coun- 
ty highways resulted. Temporary 
pairs were washed out and travel will 
be halted in all parts of the valley. 

R. C. Bell and H. R. Stowe came out 
of Bear Valley yesterday through tun- 
nels of the Edison power houses, 
bringing word that the water in the 
dam is within two feet 
There is heavy snow on the summit 
above the lake, and it is believed that 
the warm rain has melted much of 
this, adding to the streams flowing 
into the lake.
